G-S-R- 1746_In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec- 

lion 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, be¬ 
ing satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts 
component parts of hearing aids falling under Item No- 73, 73(2) or 73(11) of 
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the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), as are essential for 
the working of hearing aids and have been given for that purpose some special 
shape or quality which would not be essential for use for any other purpose, when 
Imported into India by a handicapped person for his own use or by or on behalf of 
an Association for the handicapped, from— 

(i) so much of that portion of the customs duty leviable thereon which 

is specified in the said First Schedule as is in excess of 10 per cent 
ad valorem, where the standard rate of duty is leviable; and 

(ii) the whole of that portion of the customs duty leviable thereon which 

is specified in the said First Schedule, where the preferential rate 
of cfuty is leviable.
